Employment 


State's trend series figures — 

The Australian and State trend series comparisons, shown on page 24, indicate that 
there was an increase of 1.8 per cent in Tasmania’s employment over the year to 
August 1994, The largest percentage increase in employment was in Queensland (5.3 
per cent). The next highest increase in employment was in Westem Australia (3.8 pet 
cent), followed by NSW (3.2 per cent) and Victoria (2.9 per cent). South Australia 
had an increase in employment of 1.8 per cent. 


Regional Tasmania's original series figures — 

In the Hobart and Southern Statistical Division the unadjusted estimate of 
employment increased by 4500 between June 1993 and June 1994 to 98 500. The 
estimate of employment in the Mersey-Lyel]l Statistical Division was 44 100 in June 
1994, an increase of 2100 on the figure for June 1993. Employment in the Northern 
Statistical Division decreased by 4100 between June 1993 and June 1994 to 52 300. 
(See tables 3-8, pages 2-7.) 


Unemployment 


Tasmania's trend series figures — 

The Tasmanian provistonal irend series estimate of 22 300 unemployed persons in 
August 1994 was a decrease of 6000 on the figure for August 1993 of 28 300. The 
estimate of the unemployment rate of 10.3 per cent in August 1994 was a decrease 
compared to the estimate of the unemployment rate of 12.9 per cent in August 1993. 
(See tables 3-8, pages 2-7.) 


The Labour Force 

In August 1994 there was an unadjusted estimate of 366 200 civilian Tasmanians 
aged 15 or more. There were an estimated 217 000 persons (based on trend series 
estimates) in the labour force. The trend series estimate of the labour force 
participation rate in August 1994 was 59.3 per cent, compared with the figure of 60.2 
per cent in August 1993, 


For males, the trend series estimate of the participation rate was 70.2 per cent, 
compared with 71.0 per cent for August 1993. For females, the trend series estimate 
of the participation rate was 48.7 per cent (compared with 49.8 per cent in August 
1993). 

(See table 3, page 2.) 


Employed Wage and Salary Earners 

In March 1994 there were approximately 142 500 employed wage and salary earners 
in Tasmania. In March 1992 the figure was 144 700 employed wage and salary 
earners. 


In February 1994 the Tasmanian public sector accounted for 31.7 per cent of all 
employed wage and salary eamers. Overall, the category Community services had the 
highest industry representation — 30.0 per cent — compared with the equivalent 
figure of 24.3 per cent recorded in February 1992. The next highest industry grouping 


was Wholesale trade and Retail trade (19.7 per cent, compared with 19.0 per cent in 
February 1992) and Manufacturing (13.0 per cent, compared with 16.8 per cent in 
February 1992). 


In February 1994, women made up 45.6 per cent of employed wage and salary 
earners. In February 1992, the equivalent figure was 44.0 per cent. 
(See table 9, page &.} 


Award Rates of Pay Indexes 

The annual movement from July 1993 to July 1994 of weekly award rates of pay 
indexes for Tasmania was 1.0 per cent for full-time adult fernates and 2.1 per cent for 
full-time adult males. For Australia, the figures were 1.2 per cent for females and 1.1 
per cent for males, 


For full-time adult female employees in Tasmania, the largest industry increases over 
this 12 month period occurred in Recreation, personal and other services (3.3 per 
cent); and Manufacturing; Wholesale and retail trade; Public administration and 
defence (each 2.3 per cent). 


For the same period for full-time adult male employees in Tasmania, the largest 
industry increases occurred in Public administration and defence (11.5); and 
Recreation, personal and other services {2.5 per cent). 


The largest occupation increases over the same period for full-time adult female 
employees occurred in Plant and machine operators, and drivers (2.5 per cent); and 
Tradespersons (1.9 per cent). 


For full-time adult male employees the largest occupation increases over the period 
occurred in Labourers and related workers (4.0 per cent); and Plant and machine 
operators, and drivers (3.1 per cent).

House Price Indexes 

For the twelve months ended June 1994, Hobart recorded a 6.1 per cent increase in 
the cost of established houses. The extremes in price movement recorded were a 13.5 
per cent increase in prices in Darwin and a five per cent decrease in Adelaide. 


For the same period, Hobart recorded a 2.7 per cent increase in the cost of project 
homes. Darwin recorded the highest increase over the period, 8.5 per cent, while 
Canberra recorded a 0.7 per cent decrease in the cost of project homes. 


The movement recorded in Hobart for the June Quarter 1994 was 2.4 per cent for 
established houses and 1.4 per cent for project homes.

Gross State Product 

The trend estimate of the Gross State Product (GSP) of Tasmania for the June quarter 
1994 was $2347 million. This represents a 2.2 per cent increase on the previous 
quarter ($2297 million} and a 5.1 per.cent increase on the June quarter 1993 ($2233 
million). 


This was the second highest growth rate of all the States, coming after considerably 
slower growth in the first half of 1993-94, The growth in the June quarter GSP was 
due prédominantly to a 3.2 per cent rise in the Gross Operating Surplus of the 
manufacturing, retail and transport industries. 


In comparison, the trend estimate of the Gross Domestic Product (GDP) of Australia 
for the June quarter 1994 showed a 1.5 per cent increase on the previous quarter and 
a 5.5 per cent increase on the June quarter 1993.

Housing Finance 

The trend estimate for new secured housing finance commitments entered into in 
Tasmania during July 1994 was 1029, valued at $64.8 million. This represented a 1.3 
per cent decrease on the number (1043) and a 0.2 per cent increase on the value 
($64.7 million) for June 1994. 


These figures also represent a 3.9 per cent increase on the number (990) and a 12.9 
per cent increase on the value ($57.4 million} for July 1993. In comparison, the 
corresponding national figures showed a 13.7 per cent increase on the number and a 
21.0 per cent increase on the value for July 1993. 


The fall of 1.3 per cent in the July 1994 trend estimate for number of new secured 
housing finance commitments in Tasmania continued the decline which began in 
February 1994. In comparison, the national trend estimate for July 1994 fell by 1.2 
per cent continuing a decline which began in April 1994.

Livestock slaughtering 
The trend (this indicates the underlying direction of the series) for cattle and calves 
was downward while for both sheep and pigs the trendwas upward. 


Livestock slaughtering for cattle and calves continued its downward trend from the 
peak in October 1993 when 18 400 were slaughtered. For July 1994 the trend series 
shows 15 400 cattle and calves were slaughtered, This was down 12.1 per cent on the 
July 1993 level of 17 500, 


A high jevel of sheep and lambs slaughtered during June and July this year has 
pushed the trend series upward. The trend level of 96 300 for July 1994 is 15.9 per 
cent above 83 200 sheep and lambs slaughtered in July 1993. 


The trend for pigs slaughtered shows a peak in December 1993 and January 1994 of 
8000, followed by a slight drop in April and again recovering to the 8000 level for 
July this year. This is slightly above the level at July 1993.

Building approvals 

There were 309 new dwelling units approved during July 1994 in Tasmania, a slight 
increase on the number recorded for June 1994, and a nine per cent decrease on the 
figure for July 1993 (340). 


For the twelve months ended July 1994 there were 4116 new dwelling units 
approved, slightly higher than the 4108 units recorded for the previous corresponding 
12 months. 


The !atest monthly trend estimates for the number of dwelling units approved have 
levelled out after several months of decline. 


The highest number of dwelling units approved in July 1994 was recorded by the City 
of Launceston with 31, followed by the City of Hobart with 30, the Municipality of 
Meander Valley with 28 and the City of Glenorchy with 24. 


The value of new residential building approved, at current prices, in July 1994 was 
$20.9 million, compared with the June 1994 figure of $23.3 million and the July 1993 
figure of $23.7 million. 


The value of all buildings approved, at current prices, for July 1994 was $31.2 
million, compared with $38.0 million in June 1994 and $39.2 million in July 1993. 


The value of all buildings approved, at average 1989-90 prices, in the June quarter 
1994 was $103.4 million, compared with the March quarter 1994 figure of $98.4 
million and the June quarter 1993 figure of $96.3 million.

Retail 

The trend estimate for turnover of retail and service establishments for July 1994, in 
Tasmania, was $218.4 million, an increase of more than five per cent on the July 1993 
figure of $207.2 million. After a period of decline or zero growth in the early part of 
1994, the estimate for Tasmania has shown moderate growth over the last three 
months. 


The estimate of turnover for July 1994 , for Australia ($8 730.5 million), was nearly 
seven per cent higher than for July 1993. The trend estimate of turnover is now 
showing growth of around 0.5 per cent for the first seven months of 1994, 


All States, except New South Wales which recorded zero growth in July, are showing 
growth over recent months. 


In original terms, the estimate of retail turnover in July 1994, for Tasmania, was 
$212.1 million, an increase of nearly four per cent on the figure recorded for June 
1994 and five per cent more than the figure recorded for July 1993.

New motor vehicle registrations 

There were 1152 new motor vehicles (excluding motorcycles) registered in Tasmania 
during July 1994, This was over seven per cent less than for June (1243), and an 
increase of more than 16 per cent on the number recorded for July 1993. 


Registrations for the 12 months ended July 1994 were two per cent more than for the 
12 months ended July 1993.
